- /-Thelofs of the Dutch was very/confiderable,. nor 
'only as to the loſs of 'Men, but'of Goodsthrowmover 
board, *th-re was at leaſt fifty Bayles of Silk taken 
up by our Veſſels, who went off from this Port the 
next Day; beſides what Goods ſunk -to the bottom. 
Thefive Ships taken are loaden chiefly with ſeveral 
ſorts of richSilks, and other Turkiſh Commodities : 
"in their Reer- Admiral was ſunk abundance of Spa- 
nih Silver, that was ſent from Spain to pay of their 
Souldiers in the Netherlands. They had killed in their 
Reer- Admiral-before ſhe ſunk (by acknowledgement 
of ſome of the Ships Company) above one hundred 
and fifty perſons, and very many wounded: And it is 
thought that they could not loſe leſs than a thouſand 
meninthis Engagemen.

ing? But theix Ingedticyde we dd mot doubt will be

acknow| their Keepers and Preſervers of their 
Lives and Liberties, when His Majeſties Royal Fleet 
uniced thall meer chem, which will confiſt of above 
Eighry Saile, commanded by his Reyal Highneſs in 
perſon z and may well claime the Title of the 7nwin- 
cible A FT, for never ſuch a. Fleet for goodneſs of 
Ships, brave' Commanders, -and Valiant Seamen e- 
ver plowed the Seas; inthe mean.time we may leave 
them to provide for *the ſafety of themſelves and 
Country which never was in greater danger, they bc- 
ing beſieged on all fides with Enemies, viz. with the 
Freach, the Prince Ele&or of Colojgyr, the Biſhop of 
Muvfeer, and the King of Daxemarks Forces.
